‘ hasgad_ in the Seas of Catalonia, and in the 

‘ Meditertanean, and alfo of the arrival of the 

‘Grand Fleet of the High Allies. Tranflated 

* from the Spanith. 

Barcelona, May 25. 

F T HE Catalonian Saick call’d St. Eulalia, fitted 

‘out for a Privateer, and commanded by 
‘ Captain Macian Catenra, has taken off Denia one 
‘of the Enemy’s Saicks, laden with Powder, and 
‘ brought her into Denia, where having had advice, 
* that feveral French Veffels were lying at Anchor 
‘in the Road of Valencia, be put to Sea immedi- 
‘ately, and having difcover’d them the 16th at 
‘Grau, he made upto them with French Colours, 
‘and notwithitending that the Enemy difcover’d 
‘ what he was, and fir'd upon him from 3 Veffels, 
‘ he boarded and took them, together with another 
‘ {mall VeSei, and has brought all four of them in- 
‘to this Harbour, where we have found in them 
‘ French Merchandizes of feveral forts, and a good 
* Quantity of Barley. 

Ar the fame time Captain Jackfon, Commander 
“of the Englifh Man of War the Sorlings, ic... in 
‘ hither a Ship and a {mall Veffel, the firft laden 
‘ with Iron, the other with Barley: He took them 
* on the Coaft of Majorca. 

‘ The 9th Captain Robert Jennings, Comman- 
“der of the Englith Man of War the Lark met at 
‘7 aClock in the Morning, near the Ifland of Ma- 
‘jorca, a French Man of War call’d the Galatea, 
“ commanded by M.de Monte, and after a tharp 
‘ difpute in which the Enemy's Mafts were thot down, 
* he took her and has brought her into this Harbour. 
‘ The Englith Man had 140 Men aboard, 10 of 
‘whom were kill’d, and the Captain with fome 
‘ others wounded : The French Ship had 200 Sea- 
‘men, and many Perfons of Diftincttion. They 


“loft in the Fight 40 Men, and the Captain was 


* dangeroufly wounded. 

‘ The 21ft, arriv’d in this Harbour 3 Men of 
‘War of near 70 Guns each, that is to fay, the 
** Defiance, the Humber, and the Dunkirk, which 
* had been detach’d from the Grand Fleet comman- 
* ded by Admiral Leake. They brought Advice that 
“ two very rich French Ships coming from the In- 
“dies, one of 70 Guns, the other nor fo big, have 
“been taken in the Streights: And that Afternoon 
* Captain Jackfon arriv'd here inthe Sorlings, and 
* gave Advice to Caprain Kirton, Commodore of 
“the aforefaid 3 Men of War, that he had feen 
“a great Number of French Veffels, under Convoy 
* 4 Men of War, Steering towards Penifcola, that 
* he could reckon at leaft 60 of them; and that he 
knew nothing of our Fleet, which he had been fent 
* out to get Intelligence of. ; 

* Upon this Captain Kirton inform'd the King 
‘that he was going with his 3 Ships and the Sor- 
‘ lings in Search of the Enemy: And the Day after 
“he was gone two of the King’s Fregates, a Ship 
‘ belonging to a private Man, and fome Saicks and 
‘other Veffels of this Principality, well fitted our, 
‘ follow’d him, and Orders were fent to Captain 
; Don Eftevan Doria, who was at the Cape of Sa- 

lou,with his two Galleys, to joyn them. 


* Thefe Ships are cal'd in the Original la Con- 
fiance, Cumbria, and le Dunkerque ; but are in- 
oi d that Captain Kirton Commands the Defiance, 


‘ The 22d,the four Englith Men of War met che 
; Convoy, who were more in Number than was 
expected, off Cambrils, and attack'd wich great 

Vigour the 3 French Men of War, who without 
* making anjRefittance betook them(elves ugar. 

* The Convoy difpers'd themtzlves, hoping to 
* efcape, but the Wind biowing bard ac Baft, drove 
“ moft of them among the grand Fleet, and our Gal- 
* leys, and the reft were taken by the other Ships 
‘and Privateers which went out of this Harbour 
* and from our Coafts, infomuch that not one Veilel 
* efcap’d. We reckon already 130 taken, bur we 
* have no News of their 3 Men of War tnat Con- 
* voy’d them, who aim’d at nothing but getting a- 
* way as faft as they could. Many of thete Veifels 
“are already brought in hicher, and continue 
* to arrive one after another. Their Cargo is of Bar- 
ley, Meal, Oats, and feveral forts of Ammunition, 
* which they were carrying for the Subfiftance and 
* and Service of the Army commanded by the Duke 
* of Orleans. 

“ General Staremberg arriv’d here Yefterday,from 
* taking a View of our Army and the Conucry, to 
* give the King an Account of his Pruj-cts, and 
* to confer wib Admirai Lecke and the other Admi- 
* rals of the Fleet, which is now in fight of this 
Place. Genera! Staremberg is prepaiing to return 
‘tothe Army. Affoonas we can learn for certain 
* with what the abovemention’d 130 Veffels were 
* laden, we will feud an exact Relation of it, which 
* we cannot do at prefent, becaufe feveral of them 
* are not yet brought in bither, and becaufe all the 
* Ships and Privateers which had a Share in this good 
* Succefs,are not yet come back. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated June 29. 

Genoa, June 13. We have Advice that the Con- 
voy defign’d for the Duke of Orleans’s Army, and 
which were almoft all taken by the Ficet of the Al- 
lies confifted of 137 Tartans laden with Corn, 
Meal, a great Quantity of Ammunition, 1000 Sviis 
of Cloaths, 16 Pieces of Cannon, and 6 Mortars. 
This Morning we difcover’d a Squadron of 25 En- 
glith Men of War, Sailing Eattward. We believe 
they are going to the Coaft of Sicily, where King 
Charles has a great Party who wait only the Oppor- 
tunity to declare for him. 

Turin, June 13. We have receiv’d advice that 
the Emperour has at length granted the Inveftiture 
of the Mon«ferrat to his Royal Highnefs. The Im- 
perial Troops, to the Number of 15000 Men, are 
in full March towards the Army, which is encamp’d 
between Rivoli and Orbazzano; but 6000 Horfe 
of the fame Troops, who are likewife ro joyn that 
Army, are ftill on the Frontiers of the Milanege. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated June 29. 

Teulon, June 16. "Tis given our bere that at leaft 
athird Part of our ruin’d Convoy is got fafe into 
the Harbours of Valencia. We are getting ready 
here again above 100 Veffels more, and Corn, Meal 
and Oats is brought in hither from all Parts for the 
Subfiftance, as ‘tis faid, of our Army in Catalonia. 
Nine Men of War are getting ready here, and 15 
Galleys at Marfeilles, among them thefe of Turfs, 
to guard the Convoy in fafety to the Place ‘tis de- 
fign'd for. An Exprefs from Antibes has broughe 
Advice that the Enemy’s Fleet under Admiral Leake 
came the 8th to Vado. : 

St. Malo, June 20. Yefterday Morning 41 Pri- 
vateeis of from 30 to 45Guns,put to Sea from hence, 
and are defiga’d for Cadiz. 

Prom the Leiden Gazette, dated June 29. 

Francfort, June 24. Gereral Counc Schlick is gone 
to Day through this Town, in his way to the Army 
on the Mofelle. The Palatin Troops have likewile 
pafe’'d the Rhine at Mentz, and continue their March 
towards Coblentz, to joyn the afor:faid Army. A 
Jew of Mentz has “undertaken to farnith the aco 
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Waggons, and the 3000 Horfes which the Circle of 
the Uppe: Raine is to fend to that Army. A great 
Namber ot Boats are fenc thither from Franconia, 
whica are to be employ’d to lay a Bridge over the 
Moicile, and to Morrow feveral Pieces of heavy 
Cannon are to be fent from hence thither. The Ar- 
iay oa the Upper Rhine has not yer pafs'd chat Ri- 
ver, but is preparing to do fo in a few Days, to 
make a great Uiverfion to the Enemy in the Lower 
Alfatua. Mean while the Report goes that the E- 
ieGtor of Bavaria is coming back thither from the 
Mofletle or from the Saar, with a great Body of 
Troops. Prince Eugene of Savoy’s Regiment of 
Dragoons is arriv'’d to Day in our Neighbourhood, 
as is likewife a Regiment of the Troops of Hol- 
ftcin, which is going to the Upper-Raine, and we 
hear thac 2 Regiments of Huffars are marching 
through Swabia to reinforce thac Army likewife. 

Coblentz, June 24. Prince Eugene of Savoy, ac- 
cOmpany'd by the Hereditary Prince of H=ffe-Catfel 
atriv’a here 2 Days ago abour 5 in the Evening 
from the Baths of Slangenbach ; they came both in 
the fame Coach drawn by 6 Horfes, and ar their 
Arrival were Saluted by a treble Difcharge of the 
Cannon of our Ramparts, and of the Caftle of Ere- 
brentftein. They went immediately to compliment 
our Elector, who receiv’d them very kindly. Ye- 
fterday Prince Eugene went co vific the Fortificati- 
ons of our Citadel, and was likewife at the Proof 
of fome Bombs thac was made on the Mofelle. He 
has this Day receiv’d feveral Expreffes; bur we 
know not yet for cerain when his Highnels will go to 
put biwnfelf at the Head of the Army, which is 
form'd at Gunerhaufen in the Honftruch, nor which 
way he will bend his March. 

Pars, June 25. Letters from Madrid of the 22d 
Inftant day, that the King had thac Morning receiv'd 
an Ex refs from the Duke of Orleans with advice 
thac bis Royal Highnefs broke up the 8ch with his 
Army fromthe Camp of Gineftar, and was march’d 
towards Fortofa, bu: that he forefaw many Diffi- 
culties in the Siege of that Place, not only 
becaufe the Allies had thrown in a very ftrong Gar- 
rifon into the Town, together with all things neceffa- 
ry for along Defence; burt likewife becaule the fea- 
fon was lo far advanc’d, and the great Heats had be- 
gun to caufe much Sicknefs among the Troops, info- 
much thar there was no certainty what would be rhe 
fuccefs of that Enterprize. Our iaft Advices from 
Perpignan, which areof the roth Inftant, fay, that 
the Duke de Noailles, after he had confum’'d all the 
Forage along the Yer, was gone back towards Ro- 
fes, and had pofted himfelf in the advantageous Camp 
of St. Pedro Petcador ; fo that there is no longer any 
likelihood of befieging Giroane. Letters from Court 
fay, thatthe King has feot Orders to that Duke to 
detach forthwith the Swifs Regiment of Heffy, con- 
fitting in four Bauwalions, together with three other 
Regiments and twelve Squadrons of Horfe for Pro- 
vence, we being in yct greater perplexity touching 
the Defigns of the Allies in thofe Parts. By an Ex- 
prefs from Nancy the King has receiv’d Advice, that 
Prince Eugene was march’d on a fuddain with 
18000 Men from the Mofelle to the Army under 
the Duke of Marlborough, and that the Duke of 
Berwick with thirty Battalions and 22 Squadrons was 
likewile in March for the Army under the Duke of 
Burgundy, and hop’d to reach Brabant as foon as the 
Enemy. The Elector of Bavaria is march'd back 
sowards Alfatia, with the remaining part of the 
Troops thac were encamp’d near Saar-Louis and 
Bouquenon, to watch the Motions of the Elector of 
Hannover. Several Letters from Fontainbleau, that 
arriv’d this Morning fay, that the King had by one 
of bis Generals made very advanrageous Propofals 
to a certain Prince, who is ergag’d in War againft 
us, hoping thereby to draw himcff from rhe grand 
Alliance, bat thar in all Appearance he bad rejected 
the Conditions. “The Elector of Cologn is very un- 
expectedly arriv'd at Fontainbleau from Lifle. 


From the Camp at Tetbanck, June 25. N.S. On 
Priday the 22d Inftanr, the Electoral Prince of Ha- 
nover arriv’d at the Camp from Antwerp ; his High- 
nefs alighted at Monficar Boulow’s, General of the 


Hanover Troops in her Majefty’s Pay; abour 2 
Leagues off in the Right of the Camp, where his 
Grace the Duke of Marlborough went to wait upon 
him ; he came hither in the Afternoon to return bis 
Grace’s Vific, and then went to Louvain, where 
Quarters were prepar’d for bim and his Retinue. 
The Army commanded by his Grace the Duke of 
Marlborough continues ftill in the fame Camp ; as 
docs likewife that of the Enemy, who made a Gene- 
ral Forage Yefterday between Halle and Tubife, 
with a Guard of 10000 Men. 

From the Camp at Terbanck, June 29. Yefterday 
the Duke of Marlborough receiv’d an Exprefs from 
Prince Eugene with Advice, that the Difficulties a- 
bour the March of the Palatine Troops being at laft 
remov'd, the Army would affemble as this Day. 
Yefterday Morning both Lines of the Army were 
drawn our, and the Duke of Marlborough rode a- 
long the firft with the Electoral Prince of Hanover, 
and all che General Officers. Tney Din’d with Lieu- 
tenant General Lumley and came back in ¢he Front 
of the Second Line.
